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Rome, Jan. 15.— Demolished or part­ 
ly demolished towns dot that part of 
Italy from Naples northward to Fer­ 
rara and crosswise th*» peninsula from 
the Tyrrhenian to the Adriatic seas, 
over Which the eartlnpiake of Wed­ 
nesday passed. 
Thousand« of dead tie 
beneath the mounds of debris which 
once were dwellings, churches and 
public 
institutions 
which 
crumbled 
under the earth's vibrations. 
At Bora, sixty mi Up northeast of 
Rome, in the province of Caserta, an­ 
other shock occurred. 
The residents, 
panic stricken, fled from their homes. 
The town, which has a population of 
some 20,000, was afnio.d destroyed. 
About two-thirds of the houses col­ 
lapsed under tin* shock and others, 
Which were cracked, tumbled down 
later. 
Rossi palace fell in, burying twenty

who

courtyard 
Among th** victims 
its 
Sora are many of the town authorities 
•and persons of note in the district. 
The dead will total 1.000, 
Main sol­ 
diers have arrived in the town. 


King Inspects Ruins. 


At Avezzano, while King Victor Em ­ 
manuel was making his rounds of the 
ruins, h*> reached a spot where work­ 
men were endeavoring to extricate a 
child buried in the debris. 
The king 
mounted a pile of fallen masonry and 
superintended the rescue. 
Thus lar 200 bodies and 160 injured 
persons have been taken out of the 
ruins at Avezzano.. 
Not even an estimate of the aggre­ 
gate fatalities is yet. obtainable, as 
numerous places are still isolated ow- 
ing to the severance of telegraphic, 
telephonic and 
railroad communica­ 
tions. 
It 
Is known, however, that 
Avezzano Is a necropolis and that also» 
in Sora. some twenty-five miles to the 
southeast, a large number of lives 
were lost. 
In Avezzano and vicinity 
it is estimated that 15,600 perislwd 
and that the dead in Sora will total 
1,000. • 
So far as is known, about twenty 
towns have been leveled* while an 
almost equal number suffered serious 
damage. 
In all these places persons 
were killed or injured, 
in the ruins 
volunteers worked heroically endeav­ 
oring to extricate wounded or rescue 
the bodies of the dead. 
King Victor 
Emmanuel himself directed the work 
at Avezzano, where the piteous ap­ 
peals 
of 
persons 
caught 
beneath 
wreckage could be plainly h»ard. 


Thousands Buried Alive. 


It is estimated that in Avezzano 
4.000 persons are buried alive, some 
of them school children in an institu­ 
tion which collapsed. 
Oniy four sol­ 
diers of the garrison of 400 in tae 
town escaped when the barracks fell. 
All the municipal and gov-ram* nt 
officials at Sora perished. 
Four hun­ 
dred and fifty bodies already have 
been taken from the ruins there and a 
large number of injured are under 
treatment. 
Trains arriving in Rome from the 
east are bringing hundreds of injured 
into Rome, where they are being tak­ 
en to hospitals and private houses for 
treatment. 
Surgeons and nurses are being dis­ 
patched from all directions Into the 
stricken districts to minister to the 
needs of the injured, while troops are 
i>emg sent to the ruined or damaged 
' towns •» guard against vandals.

Fewer than 
one-tw elth of the graduates enter 
the m inistry, in spite of the fact that 
one of the purposes for which Yale 
was founded 
was “ to train godly 
young men for the Christian m inis­ 
try." 
But, side by side with these 
facts, it is also noted that charitable 
and philanthropic work— the giving 
both of money and of service— is 
yearly claim ing a larger share of the 
interest of educated men and wo­ 
men.

patches From Seat of War 


New York Times: 
There is a laud­ 
able desire on the part of the Ameri­ 
can public to pronounce correctly the 
foreign names that are daily appear­ 
ing In the dispatches from the; seat 
cf war. 
Both the French and Ger­ 
mans have a relent lite method 
by 
which foreign .lames are adapted to 
their respective languages in spell­ 
ing 
and 
pronunciation. 
We have 
none. 
Neither haw the English,, who 
usually proceed along the lines of 
least resistance and spill and pro­ 
nounce as fancy moves, ignoring any­ 
thing which savors of authority— 
as, for example, the perversion of the 
heaut'ful word “ Livorno” to the un­ 
couth “ Leghorn.” 


In both French anil Herman, prop­ 
er nouns often defy the rule*} af pro­ 
nunciation, hut in the case of Rus­ 
sian, Polish, Servian, 
Montenegrin 
and Hungarian names tim difficulties 
are 
almost 
insurmountable. 
The 
principal reason Is that these words 
come to us in 
Roman 
characters 
through English, French or Herman 
OU ices. 
For example, the Slavonic 
v may be either v or ff in English, w 
in French, and cither nu or w in H er­ 
man, while as a m atter of fact the 
Slavonic v is pronounced alrout an it 
is in America, as are the other Slav­ 
onic consonants, the vowels being 
pronounced exactly as they are In 
Italian. 
But there are thirty-six let­ 
ters in the Slavonic alphabet invented 
by Hic Greek monk Cyril, in 
the 
ninth century, ten of which have no 
(equivalent in English. 


•In French the e. o. ti. and the nasal 
sounds, cu, un, in, an, and on have 
no Eng Haji equivalent*, and, in the 
case of Herman, the ti. o, ch, and scil 
are entirely mlsning front our lang­ 
uage. 


Thus It is perfectly plain that no 
paradigms of English sounds, no m at­ 
ter how ingeniously arranged, could 
enable'one to pronounce absolutely 
correctly all of the foreign names 
which are appearing in the war dis­ 
patches.

The books in the office of the city 
clerk show that the special election 
of^ a year ago cost quite a little Ic 
thaji $400.00. 
It must be borne in 
mind th at at that election Brainerd 
voted on two bonding propositions, 
the fill over the ravine and the city 
hall bonds, for each of which sepal 
ate ballots 
were prin ed, and 
th 
proposed charter. 
The largest part 
of an election expense arises from 
the cost of printing and th** l e a f th of 
time involved in counting the ballots. 
There are 
five election official* at 
every election booth, and each offic­ 
ial gets 3dc for every hour that count 
ing is Jn progress a t hts booth. 
J 
single calculation will show that i 
-pedal election at which only a chart 
cr is to be voted on will involve an 
expense nearer $250.00 than $300.00. 
A general election involves an expens, 
ranging between $400.bo an d $500 
because of the greater p rin tin g bills 
and th e longer time Involved in count­ 
ing the ballots for the many officials 
voted upon,, some of which could as 
well be appointive. 
Lately that spacial 
election has 
often been referred to In words cbarg* 
lug useleesiit'Bs and a waste of mon­ 
ey, but, lost we forget, th a t elect ion
